"The truth la,** Baron Goto, fonnar 
Foreign Minlator of Japan, declared 
at a dinner given In hla honor, "the 
alarmiata of both Japan and the 
United Statee aro laboring under 11- 
luBlona The thing they need la home 
aenee.'* 

Saying that the Japaneoe should, 
not be afraid of Americana encroach¬ 
ing upon their Interesta In Siberia an^ 
more than Americana ahould fear 
Japanese enterprlae there. Baron Goto 
continued: 

"Some people are still talking 
about the apparent indeflnlteneae of 
the time limit within which Japan 
Intends to restore Xiao Chau to 
China. I think It would be eaay for 
Japan to fix such a limit If the time 
abe Intenda to take to settle the mat¬ 
ter were to extend over a consider¬ 
able period, say two or three yearn. 
The fact la, she intenda to settle the 
matter so promptly that It la Im- 
praotleable to set a date. 

"Japan wlU soon raUfy the treaty, 
and when that la dons, aha will ask 
Germany to band over to her all doo- 
umenta concemlnff Shangtung. Then 
Japan will submit to China a definite 
and liberal proposal aa to the aettle- 
raent of German righta. 1 am confi¬ 
dent that this will be done within a 
few montha And when that la done, 
the fair-minded Americana will agree 
that the adjustment la just and equit¬ 
able. 

Baron Goto, who haa recently re¬ 
turned from Burope, la on hla way 
back to Japan.

DEMOBILIZATION 

DECREE IN FRANCE 

Paris, OcL 16.—Prsstdent Polneam 
yesterday signed a decree of general 
demobilisation, effective upon the 
ceesatlon of boettUtles. * 

The demobilisation decree is a for¬ 
mality regularising the existing sit¬ 
uation. The greater part of the army 
already has been demobilised in fact 
the men having been given indefinite 
leave, and only sufficient being re¬ 
tained for present needs. 

The Chamber of Deputies yester¬ 
day without debate passed a resolu¬ 
tion favoring negotiations between 
the Allies with a view to indemnlfy- 
Ing combatants in the war. The text 
of the resolution fellows: 

"The Chamber, having confidenoe 
in the spirit of equity and justice of 
the Allied and Associated Powers, in¬ 
vites the Government to open nego¬ 
tiations with them with a view to 
considering the principle of estab¬ 
lishing a common inter-AlHed fund 
to indemnify tombatants of the gra^t 
war.** 

The Senate yesterday adopted the 
reeolution which has already been 
passed by the Chamber of Deputies 
asking the Government to suggest to I 
the Allies further measures for the I 
disarmament of Germany, and an¬ 
other resolution suggesting that 
Prance be given a prior claim in the 
distribution of reparation payments 
made by Oennany.

* BHOULD BB ALTBBBD QUICKLY. 

An Bmendment to the Dominion Railway Act, 
passed by the Federal Parliament before the 
mer adjournment, divests the Province of British 
Columbia of all jurisdiction over the British Co¬ 
lumbia Electric Railway Company. It declares 
that any company operating under a Dominion 
charter and within the jurisdiction of the Par¬ 
liament of Canada, wholly or in part, shall be 
deemed for the general advantage of Canada. 

Hence, under this clause, that part of the B. C. 
Electric system operating under lease from the 
C. P. R.—a road under the jurisdiction of the 
Federal Parliament—on Lulu Island, determines 
its status and brings the whole undertaking 
wjthiq the jurisdiction of the Dominion Railway 
(,'ommission of Canada. From the moment the 
amended statute became operative, therefore, the 
Public Utilities Commission, ereated by the Legis 
lature of this Province at its last wssion, ceas^ 
to possess any power to deal with the 
Electric Railway. Moreover, the inquiry which 
had been proceeding in the city of Vancouver, to 
determine the future relations between the com¬ 
pany and the Council of the Terminal City, is no 
longer in a position to proceed further until the 
situation has been corrected by legislation, 

A subject for interesting speculation also is 
provided by the fact that patrons of the street 
ear system in Vancouver have subscribed to a 
statutory trust fund by means of the odd cent- 
charged on eaplt^are. The provincial Act de¬ 
clares that:thd finid so accumulated shall be paid 
to the Vancouver General Hospital in the event 
of the Public Utilities Commission decreeing that 
the company is not entitled to a six-cent fare. In 
the light of the new development, however, the 
street car system is outside the jurisdiction of the 
CommisaioUr and the hospital, for the time being, 
must reduqc if* chances and double its doubts. 

The a)tDettdm<iat to the Dominion Act thus has 
created a serious hohdition, and it is obviously the 
duty of the Dominion Parliament, during its 
present session, to pass an amendment restoring 
to the Province such jurisdiction over the B. C. 
Electric Company as is contemplated by the 
Public Utilities Act.; Obviously the system is 
purely local, and wholly a street car undertaking, 
its interpretation as a road for “the general ad¬ 
vantage of Canada” being largely technical and 
of considerably less importance than the em¬ 
barrassment caused to this Province. 

The Federal members at Ottawa should press 
for the necessary amending legislation at odee. 
The matter is one in which H. H. Stevens, M. P. 
for Vancouver, should be particularly concerned, 
in view of the effect the amendment which has 
caused the trouble has upon the relations be¬ 
tween the Municipality and the street railway 
company. 

THE BISHABOK TOUCH. 

Bismarck started the Franco-Prnssian war by 
forging a telegram. According to a Red Book, 
recently issued by the Austrian State Office for 
Foreign Affairs, Count Berchtold, the Austrian 
Foreign Secretary in 1914, precipitated hostilities 
against Serbia with a lie and a forgery in the 
declaration of war. 

On Jnly 28, 1914, he submitted a report to 
Emperor Francis Joseph urging him to declare 
war immediately, “because,” he observed, “I do 
not think it impossible that the'Triple Entente 
Powers may make another attempt to bring 
about a peaceful settlement of the conflict should 
not a declaration of war create a clear situation.” 
Then he reixirted that hostilities already had be¬ 
gun, Serbians having fired from the Danube 
upon Austro-Hungarian troops, and a general en¬ 
gagement had developed. 

This report actually appeared in the declar¬ 
ation of war which Berchtold placed before the 
Emperor for his signature, as follows; 

“The Austro-Hungarian Government finds it¬ 
self compelled to have recourse to force of arms 
in order to safeguard its rights and interests, the 
more so as Serbian troops have already attacked a 
detachment-of the Austro-Hungarian army near 
Temeskubin.” 

After the Emperor had signed the declaration 
of war Berehtold struck out the reference to the 
engagement and the document, thus altered, but 
bearing the Emperor’s signature, was dispatched 
to the. Serbian Government. Afterwards Berch¬ 
told rejjorted the alteration to the Emperor as 
follows: 

“As the news of the engagement near 
Temeskubin was not confirmed, and hoping for 
the subsequent approval of your Majesty, I have 
taken it upon myself to eliminate the reference 
to the attack by Serbian troops nearTemeakubin.” 

There never was an engagement near Temes¬ 
kubin and the whole story was invented to in¬ 
duce the aged monarch to sign the declaration 
of war. 

Berchtold’s policy was inspired from Berlin. 
On this the Austrian Bed Book is quite clear. On 
July 5 the &iser assured the Austrian Ambas- 
sador to Germany that he would stand in shin¬ 
ing armor beside Austria if an onslaught upon 
Serbia involved her in war with Russia. On July 
7 an Austro-Hungarian Ministerial Council was 
held in which Berchtold pressed for war, while 
Count Tissa, the "strong man” of Hungary, con¬ 
trary to the general' belief urged peace. Three 
weeks later came Berchtold’s lie and forgery. 


Berehtold, who abandoned his post as Foreign 
Secretary when it was apparent the war had 
failed in its purpose, is alive and ought: to be 
within reach of punishment by the Austrian Gov¬ 
ernment. If Vienna cannot or will not deal with 
him the Allies certainly should. 


THSO. W. V. A. . 

The Times is requested to announce that the 
Victoria Branch; of the Q. W. V. A. of Canada, in 
pursuance of its interpretation of the con¬ 
stitution ef that organization, is not tak¬ 
ing past in the Federal by-election.

In accordance with this policy no member of 
the executive of the local branch of the G. W. V. 
A. has appeared on either party’s platform. 

FIUME A FREE STATE? 

If Italy has .agreed to the establishment of 
Fiume as a free state under the control of the 
League of Nations, as a French newspaper re¬ 
ports. she has reached a compromise which 
should be effective in the solution of this knotty 
problem as far as the Paris Conference is con¬ 
cerned. This is a long way from the solution 
found by d’Annunzio and his associates, who al¬ 
ready have proclaimed the union of Fiume with 
Italy, but if it is actually agreed to by the Italian 
Government it is the one which will prevail in the 
long run. Nor is it likely to be any more satis¬ 
factory to the Jugo-Slavs, who want Fiume for 
themselves, than to d’Annunzio, but obviously 
there must be concession from both sides. Italy, to 
whom the world owes so much in many ways, is 
too great a nation to quarrel with her Allies or 
to compromise world peace over Fiume. 
peace over Fiume. 

HOW IT WORKS. 

Less than three months ago the people of Can¬ 
ada and the United States were told that footwear 
would probably cost somewhere in the region of 
three or four dollars more next spring than the 
identical articles could be pureha-sed at the time 
the announcement was made. More than two 
months ago the Governments of Canada and the 
United States came to an arrangement in con¬ 
nection with the export of hides and, simultan¬ 
eously with the placing of an embargo upon the 
export of this class of raw material, came a wail 
from certain quarters that the earlier prediction 
of a three or four-dollar increase was probably a 
little overdrawn. 

Less than three weeks ago the Board of Com¬ 
merce in this country’ announced an inquiry into 
the cost of boots and shoes. Now a dispatch drom 
New York declares that footwear prices actually 
have dropped twenty per cent, since August, and 
are due for another tumble after Christmas. The 
authority for this prophecy is the President of the 
National Boot and Shoe Manufacturers’ Associ¬ 
ation. And he should know what he is talking 
about. Verily, those who control the hide market 
spread their hard luck story far and wide, but 
when the consumer begins to crack the whip 
the monopolistic hide becomes a very thin-skinned 
affair. , 

AH ABLE OOMMAMDER. 

The Duke of Aosta, who it is reported in 
France is to reside in Belgium owing to a dis- 
agreement with his cousin, the King of Italy, over 
d’Annnnzio’s raid on Fiume, commanded the 
Third Italian Acmy during the war with con¬ 
spicuous ability. His exploit in extricating his 
army across the Isonzo and withdrawing it to 
the Piave after the disaster at Caporetto was one 
of the most brilliant military achievements of 
the war. Indeed, had it not been for that fine 
performance of the Italian Third. Army,.the 
Piave line never would Ijave been held, 'Venice 
would have fallen and critical consequences for 
the Allies would have ensued. 

According to a dispatch from Mexico City the 
fossilized remains of a giant measuring thirty- 
two feet ten inches in height were recently dis¬ 
covered by workmen near the little village of 
Nanacamilpa, in the State of Vera Cruz. In an 
age of wonders, of course, it is not wi.se to dis¬ 
pose of every yam as the result of a creative and 
versatile imagination. Nevertheless, if this 
lengthy individual did strut around on this terres¬ 
trial ball at one time he may be thankful that his 
existence was not incommoded by an obligatory 
respect for the high cost of living. We fear that 
bacon at eighty cents a pound would have caused 
the Nanacamilpian several feet of annoyance. 

INFLATED VALUES IN CANADA. . 

(Toronto Mall and Empire.) 

About $11,000,000 b«E been Advanced by the Soldier 
Settlenient Board in loans for the purchaae ot land 
hitherto, privately owned. About aix thousand aettlera 
seem to have bought land in this way, because Its Ioca> 
tion was better than homestead land. But this land was 
originally obuinsd from the Crown at a dollar or so an 
acre, and held Idle for speculation. About |1$,000.000 
or $15,000,000 is thus pal^ ultimately, by the soldler> 
settlers as a toll to speculation. Settlement and produc¬ 
tion Is hindered by this obstructive system. It is said 
that 80,0<H),m acres of good land, near the railways, are 
Idle because of speculative holders. The Ideal system, 
iLs far as experience shows, would be one In which 
Crown land can be obtained by private individuals, and 
patented, only on condition of settlement and cultiva¬ 
tion. True. If the immense areas of Western land had 
to suy in the Crown, if not cultivated, the West would 
not ha.ve the great railways, the pulsing commercial life, 
the dtlaa and towns It now has. A good deal of this has 
been founded on speculative moapy-mahlng. Jn Aus-j 
tralla. the cost of production Is kept down far helowl 
Canadian standards, because land speculation Is not ex-1 
tensive, by reason of leasing for production, but It is I 
doubtful of producers make mord money or are better 
' served.

Frank Andrews last night charged 
his pastor, the Rev. William Steven¬ 
son, of Bmmaifuel Baptist Church, 
with propagating Bolshevism in Vic¬ 
toria and going around creating dis¬ 
satisfaction and unrest. Mr. Andrews 
made his charges in a speech at the 
Hon. Dr. Tolmle’s committee rooms. 
He also told why he broke with his 
pastor. 

Declaring that Bolshevism, unsdul- 
terated, was the one issue be¬ 
fore the electors In the by-election. 
Mr. Andrews brought forth a pam¬ 
phlet entitled "The Preacher In Re¬ 
lation to the Impending Social Revo¬ 
lution." which was dated April 1. 
191$. and distributed that year by the 
Rev. William Stevenson. On the 
front page are the words "by WUliara 
Stevenson, pastor of Emmanuel Bap¬ 
tist Church. Victoria. B. C.” 

"He is a man of a great deal of 
ability as a platform orator and 
writer, and he Is the brainiest man in 
the Federated Labor party," said Mr. 
Andrews. "But understand that the 
Federmed Labor Party is an entirely 
different party altogether from the 
labor organisations. He publicly ac¬ 
knowledges himself to be one of the 
leaders of this party and shows what 
this Federated Labor Party believes 
in and what it would practice if it 
had the chance. 

Leavee Church. 

*T am not hers to say one word 
ngalnst the Rev. William Stevenson 
as the pastor of Emmanuel Baptist 
Church. He is my wife's pastor. He 
Is the man to whom we look for 
spiritual guidance. He is the man 
under whoee preaching I sat for six 
or seven years until 1 got hold of 
this pamphlet and I stopped." 

Mr. Andrews read as follows from 
the pamphlet. 

"On all sides the evidence Is ac¬ 
cumulating that society Is about to 
undergo a change so radical, and so 
drastic snd far-reaching as to bring 
about what promises to be one of the 
most revolutionary changes of his¬ 
tory. To some this is not so apparent 
as to others. But to any one to any 
degree cognisant of the condition of 
things to the industrial world and 
Indeed in the entire social fabric, it 
must be evident that there is a great 
deal of political and social unrest the 
world over. 

"The first thing that we hare to 
notice Is that there Is really a deep- 
seated and widespread dissatisfaction 
and unrest among the great mass ofj 
the world's workers. , 

"It is simply ths struggle of the 
toller to free himself from the un¬ 
just burdens and cruel social condi¬ 
tions which he is compelled to suf¬ 
fer under the reigning capitalistic 
system." 

Contrsdkts Psrty's CIsims. 

"The candidate of the Federated 
Labor Party says unrest is due to 
the high cost of living." continued 
Mr. Andrews. "But Rev. Mr. Steven¬ 
son tells us In 191$ that there was 
deep-seated unrest at that time, and 
that was before the high cost of liv¬ 
ing existed as it does now. 

‘The candidate on the other side 
cays there is widespread dlsatlsfac- 
tion due to the Union Govemment- 
But Mr. Stevenson says it existed 
seven years ago. And there was no 
soldier problem then as when he had 
this pamphlet circulated there were 
no returned soldiers. It was over 
two years before the war. 

Need Mere Capitaliem. 

"If a man of Mr. Stevenson's 
standing goes amongst the working 
people and tells them that they suf¬ 
fer cruel burdens, this Is calculated | 
to create dlasatlsfactlon and unrest. I 

"1 went to a tabor meeting a few 
nights ago and a gentleman from the 
Old Country spoke and told them 
that th^y were slaves and that there 
was going to ba an uprising and the 
labor men were going to rise up 
and eeiie the industries. 

"I bslieve that what we want in 
this country is more capital. I would 
like to see capital enough come into 
this country to continue the shlp- 
bullding, to create and develop the 
iron industry and the pulp Industry. 
Instead of this rubbish, and holding 
capital up to scorn and contempt, we 
should have more capitalism. 

"Listen to the remedy this gentle¬ 
man propoeea (Mr. Andrews con¬ 
tinued to read from'the pamphlet": 

Starve Into Submitsien. 

"There Is a fairly large section that 
profess adherence to what is known 
as ths revolutionary method. This 
means that they will use force to 
gain their ends, when they have the 
force at their command, and can em¬ 
ploy it with aafety to themselves and 
the cause. 

"To state the position briefly; the 
new movement aims at perfecting 
the organlsatfon of the labor unions 
until they will be able to call a na¬ 
tional strike of all workers.' They 
conceive of a day when they will be 
able to withhold' food supply, and to 
hold up transport and manufacture; 
when they will have the rollitary and 
police educated to take the side of 
the workera Then If Is believed that 
society will be compelled to allow 
workers to take over the entire in¬ 
dustrial system. The workers would 
sliuply step lA. take over the entire 
business of the country, cashier the 
directors and Isading exploiters much

aailor Capt. (Sir) Bertram N. Hayes, 
who throughout tha war served as 
captain of Olympic, the huge 

White Btar llnar which conveyed 
n&any thousands of troops safely be¬ 
tween Canada and ,Gngland. 

In a letter to the president of the 
Navy League of Canada, Capt. Hayes 
whites as follows from Toronto: 

"Dear Sir.—1 heard to-day whilst 
speaking at the Canadian Club of the 
appeal that thq Navy League in Can¬ 
ada la again making in the interests 
of aallora, and 1 take this occasion 
to say how grateful we are at what 
Canada baa done in the past In this 
direction, and I am sincerely hoping 
that this year your appeal will not 
be upon deaf ears. 

Now that the war la over .we are 
raallxlng to the full measure the de¬ 
struction 'submarine warfare has 
wrou^t in the Uvea of our merchant 
seamen and the number of depend¬ 
ents that have been left behind. 
Whilst the seaman is to-day receiv¬ 
ing a*greater wage than he ever did 
before, still this has not been a suf- 
flclent time to allow him to accumu¬ 
late anything, and the dependents of 
those who have gone have not par¬ 
ticipated.

Consequently navigation 
along its northern coast may be 
counted upon to develop greatly. On 
the other hand it should not be over¬ 
looked that during the lost few years 
Alaska In North America has been 
attracting more and more the atten¬ 
tion of capital and entarprlse. We 
may therefore have in view that the 
posaiblllty of transporting ths vari¬ 
ous products of Alaska tP Kurope by 
the northern maritime routs instead 
of by tbs for longer route through

capitaL 

Bolehevik Crleia 

London, OcL tft.—With General 
Denikina’s Cossack army advancing 
from the south and the Northwpst- 
am Russian forces almost within 
striking distance of Petroffrad, the 
Soviet Government of Russia ap- 
imars to be facing a crisla Bolshe¬ 
vik headquarters al* Petrograd were 
closed last Thursday, according to a 
dispatch to The D^y Mail from 
RevaL 

The Northwestern Rueelan army 
apparently has crashed through the 
Bolshevik lines over a wide front 
Pskov has been captured, and it fn 
belteyed that the fores under General 
Tudenitch also have taken the im¬ 
portant town of Luga, about eighty- 
five miles southwest of Petrograd. 
The capture of Tarnburg. seventy- 
five miles from Petrograd. was re¬ 
ported on Monday and latest dla- 
patchee Indicate the line of advance 
to be nearly 125 miles In length. 

D#nikine*s Men. 

On the south the Denikins troops 
appear to have approached quite 
near the town of Tula, which is con¬ 
sidered the key to Moscow from that 
side. 

A dispatch received here says that 
If Tula falls to the Cossacks the Bol¬ 
shevik Commissdrlee will flee into 
Turkestan, taking advantage of a 
gap between the Denikins and Kol¬ 
chak forces in the Volga Valley. 

Siberian Army. 

New York. OcL 16.—Anti-Bolshe¬ 
vik forces in Russia are meeting 
with success, according to a state¬ 
ment made public by the Russian 
Information Bureau hera. the text 
of which follows: 

"The offensive on the Siberian 
front is developing successfully. The 
Siberian army baa advanced during 
the last twenty days about 150 
versts (100 miles) to the west of the 
river labim. reached the river ToboL 
taken Tobolsk and is nearlog Kur¬ 
gan. During thla period eight Bol¬ 
shevik regiments were annihilated 
and 10,000 prisoners, forty guns, 200 
machine guns, several staffs, trains 
and a ihwat quantity of war ma¬ 
terials were taken.** 

The statement added that (Seneral 
Denikins had occupied a number of 
toT^ne on the southern front.

Es- 
quimalt is the home of the naval sta¬ 
tion and the graving basin, where the 
ships of the world call for overhaul 
and repairs. It is also one of the 
moot beautiful districts of Vancou¬ 
ver Island, and it has always been 
felt that the existing Municipal Hall 
was an ej^eeore to the community. 
There has been a good deal of dis¬ 
cussion on the topic recently since it 
became known that the Council was 
taking the matter of building a new 
hall under advisement Md the gen¬ 
eral impression Is that the by-law to 
be submitted to the electors wilt carry 
with a big majority. 

For 128,000. 

The Council last night decided to 
submit a by-law providing for the 
issuance of twenty-year bonds to the 
valtra of 925.000, which will cover the 
erection of a Municipal Hal). Includ¬ 
ing accommodation for police and fire 
department and cells for prisoners in 
the basement. The by-law for bet¬ 
ter fire equipment will be for 920,000. 
making 946,000 altogether, which the 
people will be asked to approve of 
ralaing. 

Councillor Anderson last night 
called attention to the fact that thne 
improvements had been contMoplated 
before the war and. in fact, were well 
under way so far as preparing the 
plans and estimates were conemed. 
but the work %as postponed on ac¬ 
count of the war and hard Umea. 

He spoke of the criticism that had 
been aimed at the ‘Vnslghtly old 
bam” In which the municipal head¬ 
quarters were housed and E^ulmalt’s 
outlook was very promising and 
Councillor Anderson pointed out that 
the by-law meant lesa thgn half a 
mill a year to tbw present rate. 

Reeve Coles agre e d that something 
should be done and recommended that 
the committee In charge of the by¬ 
law should take the matter in hand. 
Councillor Porter also apoke in tevor 
of the by-law. but he thought it 
should be put through on the basis of 
ten-year bonds instead of twenty- 
year. It was then una/ilmously de¬ 
cided that the by-laws should be sub¬ 
mitted. 

In connection with the proposed 
improvements in fire equipment,' 
Councillor Wise remarked: *Tf the 
people of Eequlmalt want fire pro¬ 
tection. this by-law will give them 
the chance to get It. Something has 
to be dona We cannot expect large 
bosineaa concerns to start up here 


unless some assumnee against con¬ 
flagration is given tbeote** 

The equipment which it is proposed 
to seouie^ provided the .by-law is 
passed by tte electors,-is a ohsmlcal 
and motor-42rt]ren apperatua equipped 
with a new style pump capable of 
giving a 9S0,-pound pressure. 

Library Gfsnt. 

The Council shewed a tendency tq 
refer every item of business to the 
people to deolda as the decision was 
also taken to aak for the ratepayers* 
opinion as to the advisability of mak- 
1^ a larger oontribuUon to Jtbe Vlo- 
toiia Public library and on the aboli¬ 
tion of the ward system. Th# latter, 
however, was opposed by CouncUtors 
Cave and Andereop, as they consider 
it unfair to wards having a small 
population to be deprived of repre¬ 
sentation, and Vtotoria West was 
oited as a horrible example of what 
might be expected. I

I Aldermen W. J. Sargent and Al¬ 
bion Johns came to verbs! blows at 
the City Council meeting last ulgbl 
when the sale of the New England 
Hotel property was under discussion, 
while Alderman W. F. Fullerton 
seised the opportunity to deliver a 
crushing attack upon the Finance 
Committee for Us "star chamber” 
methods of doing the people’s busi¬ 
ness. 

Tbs Council bad previously decid¬ 
ed to sell the property, which was 
taken over at the last tax sal^ for 
the offset price of 97,000. A clerical 
error made It necessary, however, to 
bring the matter up again, and in the 
meantime a local firm of solicitors 
reminded the aldermen that one of 
Us clients had a higher price than 
that for which the Council proposed 
to selt Eleventh-hour opposition to 
the sale of the property quickly de¬ 
veloped among the Aldermen an'd a 
lively debate was precipitated. 

Attacks Finance Committee. 

Alderman Fullerton, stirred up the 
aldermanlc pot last night. "As hon¬ 
orable men,** he remarked. '1 suppose 
we have got to go ahead and sell 
this property to Mr. Kelway. This 
is Just another of those unfortunate 
cases in which a small 4XMnmUtee 
makes a decision behind closed doors 
and the public beers nothing about 
It until the matter is done with. All 
oommunlcations.” asserted^ the Aider- 
man. "should be open to tbs Council 
and should not be dealt with by com- i 
mlttees until the Council has con¬ 
sidered them. In this way the pub¬ 
lic would know what was going on 
here. 1 don’t like this system of 
closed doors. We don't know what's 
happening half the time. The com¬ 
mittees make a report to the Council 
and the Council usually O.K.’a It 
with little consideration. This Is in¬ 
deed a most unfortunate case. While 
we are pledged to Mr. Kelway, we’re 
letting him get this property as a 
snap. 

Favors ”Open-Doer** Policy. 

"After this.” Alderman Fullerton 
said, "let the Flqance Committee 
send any communication to us before 
passing on them. If needs be, the 
Council may refer them back to the 
committee again. What 1 want to 
know Is why shouldn’t the city make 
something out of this sale?” 

The question of bank credits was 
brought Into the discuMlon at this 
Juncture when Alderman Fullerton 
advanced the idea that the proposal 
to sell the hotel was favored'because 
the city's' bank desired such action. 
As far as Alderman Fullerton could 
see the city was quite Justified in 
folding property taken over at a tax 
sale until the time for redemption 
had expired and them selling it, thus 
making a profit. 

Alderman Sargent Rsplise. 

Alderman Sargent, chairman of the 
Finance Committee, made prompt and 
vigorous reply to Alderman ^ller- 
ton's arrangement "If a respectable 
cltisen addresses a letter to any com¬ 
mittee this committee surely ought to 
do something,’* be protested. "1 think 
that it wsa the logical thing for the 
committee to report on this mat¬ 
ter. for the banks, we are 

owing our banks on current loans 
dating bask as far as 1917. We owe 
the banks a part of the money we 
shall get for the hotel.” 

"The finance Coo»mlttee. realised 
after dealing with the matter that it 
had been a little hasty," admitted 
Acting Mayor Cameron. "It’s not 
good business."
